IN NOTE TO PERING 


Captured Russians Must 
Be Safeguarded, Is 
Stern Warning. 


BATTLE OPENS DRIVE 


OF NORTHERN FORCES 


Chang Tso-Lin Flanking in 
Honan as He Pushes on 
Toward Hankow. 


Shanghai, March 11 (By A. P.).—A 
grave situation is brewing between the 
Chinese government at Peking and 


‘Soviet Russia over the seizure of the 


soviet vessel, Pamiat Lenina, a week 
ago and the arrest of Mme. Borodin, 
wife of the adviser to the Cantonese 
government and three Russian couriers. 

The soviet officials clearly mistrust 
the assurances of the Chinese author- 
ities as to the safety of the captives 
and fear that Mme. Borodin and her 
fellow prisoners will meet short shrift 
should they fall into the hands of 
white Russians attached to the north- 
ern army. 

Accordingly the soviet government has 
sent a second and sterner note to Pe- 
king, warning that the soviet govern- 
ment will take extreme measures 
should mischance befall the Russians. 


Sharp Threat Made. 


The note calls attention to lack of 
definite information regarding the fate 
of -the Russians and says in conclu- 
sion: 

“The embassy of the Union of Soviet 
Socialist Republics hereby declares that 
the Chinese government will bear full 
responsibility for the safety of the 
couriers and other persons detained, 
and warns the Chinese government 
that any violation of their safety might 
certainly bring most serious conse- 
quences and compel the soviet govern- 
ment to appeal to exceptional meas- 
ures.” 

Wellington Koo, foreign minister at 

Peking, assured the soviet charge 
d’affaires, M. Chernyck, that he had 
nothing to fear for the safety of the 
prisoners who are being detained at 
Tsinan. 
Meanwhile Great Britain and the 
United States are concerned over the 
disorders in the city of Wuhu which 
recently was captured by the Canton- 
ese. Riots broke out there Tuesday 
and Wednesday and the customs house 
was looted. 

American Minister MacMurray has di- 
rected the American consul at Hankow 
to draw up a protest for presentation 
to the Cantonese authorities against 
the looting of American mission prop- 
erty at Wuhu, while the British gov- 
ernment has made representations to 
Foreign Minister Eugene Chen regard- 
ing the disorders there and asking him 
to protect British lives and property. 

A Chinese general has arrived at 


Wuhu and was stated to have taken 
the necessary measures to preserve 
order. The British gunboat Emerald 
also is on the spot.

Acceptance by Japanese 
Assures Naval Parley 


Tokyo, Approving Coolidge Plan, Expresses Desire to 
Have France and Italy Join Geneva Conference. 
Continental Nations May Change Views. 


(By the Associated Press.) 

Three-power conference at Geneva 
on naval armament limitation became 
assured yesterday with acceptance by 
Japan of the American informal pro- 
posals. British acceptance was received 
Thursday. 

Japanese acceptance was wuncondi- 
tional. It was accompanied, however, 
by a direct gesture from Tokyo seeking 
to renew overtures to France and Italy 
to participate in the five-power dis- 
cussion originally suggested by Presi- 
dent Coolidge. 

Ambassador Matsudaira, in advising 
Acting Secretary Grew of his govern- 
ment’s acceptance, stressed the Tokyo 
belief that agreements to extend ton- 
nage limitations to cruisers, destroyers 
and submarines would be facilitated 
should the two European continental 
powers find it possible to join in the 
discussions at Geneva. 

Japanese emphasis on the desirability 
of not accepting French and Italian 
refusals as final brought to the surface 
again evidences of the strong hope en- 
tertained in Washington that actually 
the Geneva conferences will have a 
five-power significance. 

It is apparent that there have been 
informal interchanges with the French 
and Italian governments and that the 


belief is growing, particularly as to 
Italy, that her participation is not as 
unlikely as the tone of her note of re- 
fusal might seem to indicate. 
Washington naval experts have al- 
ready prepared to present at the con- 
ference American views completely on 
every element of the problem. They 
were in conference with Minister Hugh 
Gibson, head of the delegation to the 
Geneva preparatory commission on dis- 
armament, during his recent visit to 
Washington, and additional naval per- 
sonnel will be added. to the Geneva del- 
egation to permit carrying forward the 
work both of the preparatory commis- 
sion and the three-power treaty nego-

London, March 11 (By A. P.).—In 
connection with Japan's acceptance of 
the American proposal for a further 
naval limitation conference, Reuter’s 
Tokyo correspondent today telegraphs:

TO DIAZ PROTECTORATE 


President Desires Nicaragua 
to Work Out Its Own 
~. Salvation. 


NO CHANGE IN POLICY 


(By the Associated Press.) 

Rejection by the Washington govern- 
ment of proposals from President Diaz 
for a treaty arrangement that would 
create virtually an American protecto- 
rate over Nicaragua was foreshadowed 
yesterday at the White House. 

President Coolidge, .it was explained,

SAID TO SHOW POLICY 
TOWARD NICARAGUA 


Document Is Denounced by 
Administration Friends as 
“‘Mexican Forgery.” 


The American Department of State 
sught to use pressure in securing the 
election of Adolfo Diaz as President of 
Nicaragua, it was stated authorita- 
tively yesterday, as the Dennis-State 
Department imbroglio continued to de- 
velop. 

It was stated positively that in the 
strong box of the American legation in 
Nicaragua there is a highly confiden- 
tial diplomatic document containing 
carefully phrased instructions which is 
purported to have been sent by Secre- 
tary of State Kellogg to Lawrence Den- 
nis, than charge d'affaires in Nica- 
ragua. 

That document, it was declared last 
night, shows clearly the methods em- 
ployed by the State Department in 
dealing with Latin-American countries. 

The document, purported to have 
been signed by Secretary Kellogg, urged 
Dennis to do all that. was possible to 
bring about the election of Diaz as con- 
stitutional chief executive of Nicaragua. 
The dispatch was received by the charge 
d’affaires in the interim before the elec- 
tion of Diaz by the Nicaraguan assem- 
bly, and the written instructions were 
followed out. 

Document Declared Forgery. 

Claims that the document is a for- 
gery, sponsored by unscrupulous Mexi- 
can officials, have been urgently ad- 
vanced by defenders of State Depart- 
ment policies. The signature of Secre- 
tary Kellogg, they assert, is false. Fur- 
thermore, they contend the entire tone 
of the document reeks of illogical rea- 
soning quite at variance with diplo- 
matic subtlety. In conclusion, they 
Lpoint out the patent stupidity of any 
State Department official who wilfully 
might send out such a communication, 
despite the risk of an unfortunate de- 
nouement. 

Supporting those who believe in the 
authenticity of the document is. the 
official record of a cablegram sent to 
Arthur H. Geissler, American Minister 
to Guatemala. In that message, the 
Department of State requested the en- 
voy to obtain recognition of President 
Diaz by “the government to which you 
are accredited.” It further stressed the 
point that unless such recognition was 
accorded, the United States might “‘pos- 
sibly” see fit to decline recognition of 
President Chacon, then duly elected 
constitutional chief executive of Guate- 
mala.

Mexico City, March 11 (By A. P.).— 
Manuel Tellez, Mexican Ambassador to 
the United States, had a last confer- 
ence with President Calles tonight and 
announced afterwards that he would 
return to Washington tomorrow. 

The Ambassador told a liecal news- 
paper man that he believed the aitua- 
tion as between Mexico and the United 
States was better at the present time 
than last December, adding: “I hope an 
agreement will be possible on my return 
to Washington.”

The shroud of mystery which has en- 
veloped the latest phases of the Mexi- 
can crisis appears at last to be lifting, 
and it is now becoming apparent that 
President Coolidge and Secretary of 
State Kellogg have decisively defeated 
President Calles of Mexico at his own 
game of subtle diplomacy. 

As a result of a single intimation, 
properly timed and politely stated, the 
United States government has gained 
the whiphand and Calles and his radi- 
cal followers have heen brought to a 
point verging on panic, and, after sum- 
moning Ambassador Telles to Mexico 
City, they are now in conference with 
Obregon to discuss ways and means of 
appeasing the United States without 
too obvious sacrifice of their own bra- 
vado. 

Whether or not they will succeed in 
averting trouble for themseives remains 
to be seen, it is explained here, and 
there is doubt expressed as to whether 
they will go far enough to meet squarely 
President Coolidge’s determination that 
despoliation and confiscation of Amer- 
ican property must cease.

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D NEW BOOKS FORBIDDEN 
BY THE POLICE OF BOSTON 


Best-Sellers Among Volumes 
Ordered Off Shelves of 
Stores as Corrupt. 


PUBLISHERS PLAN. TEST 


Boston, Mass., March 11.—Nine books, 
including some of the best sellers of 
the season, are under police ban in 
Boston and are no longer being sold in 
book shops here, according to a copy- 
righted story which the Boston Herald 
is printing tomorrow morning. The 
local police have made the suppres- 
sions within the last few weeks, but 
went about their work quietly and 
without any public announcement. 
They acted in conjunction with the 
district attorney’s office and the Bos- 
ton booksellers’ committee. Publishers 
have made no outcry, not because they 
are going to submit meekly to: the 
edict, but because they are contem- 
plating fighting it to a finish by in- 
viting a test case. 

Certain passages in the suppressed 
books, according to the police, either 
“contain obscene, indecent or impure 
language’ or “manifestly tend to cor- 
rupt the morals of youth.” Their 
sale, it is contended by the authorities 
would be a violation of the general 
laws of the State. 

To protect themselves from prosecu- 
tion, the book sellers have removed the 
nine books from their shelves.

PITTSBURGH OFFICERS

Coal Company’s Money Taken 
in Well-Planned Holdup 
Miles From City. 


Pittsburgh, March 11 (By A. P.).— 
Planting dynamite bombs expertly 
under a highway, nine bandits today 
wrecked two armored automobiles by 
setting off the explosive as the ma- 
chines passed and escaped with a $102,- 
000 payroll of the Pittsburgh Terminal 
Coal Co. 

Most of the five drivers and guards of 
the two cars, an armored truck carry- 
ing the money and a lighter escorting 
car were knocked unconscious by the 
blast, but one of them, regaining his 
senses, had a pistol held at his head 
by one of the robbers until the others 
had gathered up the money. All the 
custodians of the payroll were injured, 
one’ seriously. 

The daring hold-up occurred as the 
payroll cars neared the Coverdale mine, 
nine miles from Pittsburgh. Castle 
Shannon, three miles from Coverdale, 
was the scene of a hold-up on Christ- 
mas, 1925, when a $48,000 payroll of 
the same cox] concern was stolen. A 
guard was F led in that hold-up. 


Fled in Two Cars, is Report. 


All officers in western Pennsylvania 
tonight sought the robbers, who were 
reported to have made their escape in 
two automobiles. State police and 
Allegheny county detectives, augmented 
by groups of other officers, sped along 
the principal highways searching for 
them while police in all towns were 


ting of all telephone lines in the vi- 
cinity of the holdup gave the robbers 
more than an hour’s start. 
Authorities tonight believed they had 
traced the bandits’ car to within a few 


,| miles of Bentleyville, Washington coun- 


ty, about 15 miles from the scene of 
the robbery. 

Chief of Detectives George W. Mur- 
ren said the car had been traced to 
Ginger Hill, near Bentleyville, where a 
woman had noticed the heavy car pass 
her home at high speed. From that 
point the trail has been lost, but a 
dozen detectives were searching the 
neighborhood tonight in an effort to 
pick up clews. 

The robbery apparently was carefully 
planned. Starting out with $175,000 
in the armored truck $73,000 kad been 
delivered to two mines when the two 
machines, the second acting as an 
escort, left the Library road, a main 
highway, and turned into the old 
Bethel road to deliver the Cloverdale. 
pay roll before proceeding to -two 
other mines for the same purpose. 

Two charges of dynamite had been 
planted in the Bethel road about 100 
yards from the main highway. As the, 
°°rs passed over them, the two bombs, 
about ov feet apart, were set off with 
an electric battery by the bandits, 
hidden nearby. Both cars were blown 
into the air, overturning as they fell, 
shattered wrecks, near holes several 
feet deep in the ground where the 
dynamite had been placed.

COMMISSIONERS’ FAVOR 
EXPECTED BY CITIZENS 


Bell Will Not Act in Reorgani- | 
zation of Corporation — 
Counsel’s Office. 


William McK. Clayton, denied the of- 
fice of people’s counsel for the public 
utilities commission, is being advanced 
by his friends to succeed Corporation 
Counsel F. H. Stephens, it was learned 
yesterday. 

In accordance with the intent of a 
provision in the 1928 appropriation bill 
Mr. Stephens is to be given a subordi- 
nate position in the corporation coun- 
sél’s office at a salary of approximately 
$5,400 a year, while the new corporation 
counsel would receive $7,500. This is 
the same salary which Mr. Clayton 
would have received as people’s counsel, 

The reorganization of the corporation 
counsel’s office will become effective, it 
is believed, about July 1 when the new 
appropriation bill goes into effect. 

‘The movement in behalf of Mr. 
Clayton has originated in the organiz- 
ead citizens’ ranks. Commissioner 
Dougherty, these influences feel, would 
be sympathetic to the citizens’ pro- 
posal as he is considered as the citi- 
zéns’ member of the board. Engineer 
Commissioner Bell is known to have a 
high regard for Mr. Clayton’s ability 
im’ utility matters as he appointed him 
temporary people’s counsel last year. 
When the President failed to appoint 
Mr. Clayton to the newly created of- 
fice, however, he refused to accept any 
pay for his service. 

Commissioner Bell, though, will not 

have any part in the actual. reorganiza- 
tion of the corporation counsel's of- 
fice as he moves to other duties in 
June. 
Aside from Mr. Clayton’s legal abil- 
ity, his friends point out, he is well in- 
formed in civic matters, having devoted 
his time almost exclusively to the in- 
terests of the Federation of Citizens 
associations. His appointment, it is be- 
lived, would have the approval of 
the members of the House and Sen- 
ate District committees, several of 
whom indorsed him for the of- 
fice of people’s council. The two 
appropriation subcommitteess which 
brought about the reorganization in the 
corporation counsel’s office would favor 
his appointment too, it is believed. Of- 
ficlally, none of these committees have 
anything to do with it. 

In the meantime. there are reports 
that Mr. Stephens intends to carry a 
fight to Congress at the next session if 
he is demoted, but inasmuch as the 
miove originated against him in Con- 
gress it is not considered that he would 
have much chance. 

"The appropriation bill taking effect 
July 1 is so worded that should no 
‘change be made in the corporation 
cOunsel’s office Mr. Stephens would 
receive an increase of $1,500 a year. 
Should this come about the members 
of Congress responsible for the appro- 
priation would have a, fit because they 
made known very plainly what they 
wanted done.

MEETING DEMANDS 
TULL BE RECALLED 


Citizens Charge Utilities Com- 
mission Exceeded Power in 
Other Indorsements. 


STROBEL IS APPROVED 
FOR ADVISORY COUNCIL 


City Advisers Need Business 
Man From Southwest, Clay- 
ton Resolution Declares. 


Charging that the citizens’ advisory 
council had exceeded its powers in 
indorsing certain members of the utill- 
ties commission and demanding the re- 
call of Harry N. Stull, now a member 
of the advisory council, the Brightwood 


Citizens association last night adopted 
a resolution for transmittal to the Fed- 
eration of Citizens Associations con- 
demning the action of the council. 

The resolution declares “that the re- 
cent attempted action of the advisory 
council in its pretended’ indorsement 
of a certain nominee to office in the 
District of Columbia, is herewith con- 
demned and repudiated. That this as- 
sociation believes that said action was 
wholly beyond any authority or power 
delegated to said couneil to so act by 
the Federation of Citizens Associations 
and removed absolutely from its juris- 
diction.” 

It then directs the secretary to send 
copies of the resolution to the federa- 
tion and instructs the delegates from 
the association to present the matter at 
the next meeting of the federation and 
to obtain action. 

The resolution then proceeds “Fur- 
ther—that this association petitions the 
Federation of Citizens’ Associations to 
recall from his office oné Harry N. Stull, 
now a member of the advisory council.” 

The association indorsed Robert Stro- 
bel, president of the South Washington 
Citizens’ association, for a position on 
the advisory council after the next elec- 
tion. William McK. Clayton introduced 
the resolution and praised Mr. Strobel 
highly for his civic work. He declared 
that the council needs a representative 
from the southwest and especially a 
reputable, solid business Man such as 
Mr. Strobel. 

Maj. Clayton Emig, of the Dupont 
Circle citizens’ association, addressed 


the meeting on the proposed airport for 


Washington. He declared that there are 
46 States with airports and but two and 
the District without them and that an 
airport in the Capital is essential both 
for commercial purposes and for na- 
tional defense.

MEN ARE RELEASED 
IN LIQUOR MYSTERY 


Cases, Out of Truck, Taken 
to Unknown Destination 
by the Police. 


The three men who were arrested 
after the theft of a liquor-laden truck 
Tuesday morning were released yes- 
terday, and shortly thereafter seven 
cases Of liquor were taken from the 
Tenth precinct station and taken to an 
unknown destination. The same detec- 
tive who had arrested the three men 
supervised the removal of the liquor. 

The men released were Clarence Bar- 
ber, 1326 Thirty-first street northwest, 
and George Reed and Rush Chamber- 
lain, of Ballston, Va. The men had been 
employed to bring the truck to Waésh- 
ington and were drinking coffee in a 
Georgetown restaurant when the truck 
was stolen early Tuesday morning.

INTERFERED LAST FALL, 
C. E. DUERR CHARGES 


Welfare Superintendent’s Au- 
thority to Control Charity 
Work Is Questioned. 


Threatened with arrest by Mrs. M. E. 
Jacobs, superintendent of welfare of 
Arlington county, if they continue s0- 
licitation of alms in her territory, Sal- 
vation Army workers of the Alexandria 
district last night said they had re- 
ceived orders from headquarters here 
to proceed as usual with their ac- 
tivities in Arlington county. 

Charles E. Duerr, commander of the 
Alexandria division, which takes in Ar- 
lington county, declared last night that 
workers have been active in the section 
for twenty years and have never before 
encountered interference. He said 
Mrs. Jacobs yesterday approached his 
wife on a Clarendon street and ordered 
her to stop solicitation. 

Dueer said he immediately went to 
see the welfare superintendent, who 
told him she had authority over ali 
charity agencies in the county and that 
his solicitors would be arrested if they 
continued their work. 


Explanation Is Asked. 


Mrs. Jacobs first interfered with his 
solicitors last fall, Duerr said, and he 
wrote the county board of supervisors 
asking an explanation. Instead of an- 
swering his communication, he said, 
the supervisors turned the letter over 
to Mrs. Jacobs, who replied in their 
stead, denying permission to his work- 
ers to continue their activities. He 
ignored her order, Duerr said, not be- 
lieving her authority absolute. 

Mrs. Jacobs’ letter to Duerr reads in 

part as follows: “While I greatly ap- 
preciate the work done by the Salva- 
tion Army all over the country, I feel 
that, as we have a very definite plan 
of relief work in our county, and are 
trying in every way to finance that 
work without aid from outside sources, 
every available source of revenue with- 
in the county must be conserved for 
that purpose. 
“The big problem is what we are 
trying to finance, with the support of 
our citizens, and so, for the present, I 
must recommend that permission be 
withheld to all organizations outside 
of our county to. solicit therein.” 

Duerr said Mrs. Jacobs had caused 
Salvation Army contribution boxes dis- 
tributed in stores throughout the 
county, to be placed behind counters 
and in inconspicuous places where they 
would not be likely to attract sub- 
scriptions. :

Chicago, March 11 (By A. P.).—The 
gruelling fight waged for the life of 
Albert Frick, kept alive for more than 
108 hours py iriends doing tne work of 
his paralyzed muscles in providing him 
with precious air, will not have been 
in vain if science can prevent it. 

Confirmation of the diagnosis of the 
youth man’s ailment was obtained by 
medical experts today who reported 
that pathological examination showed 
only those conditions found in Landry’s 
disease, an acute ascending paralysis, 
usually fatal in 48 hours to two weeks. 


An exhaustive microscopic examina- 
tion of the spinal cord, liver, kidneys 
and brain will be made by a medical 
school. 

Frick’s fellow employes who stood so 
valiantly by him in his hour of need, 
pressing down on his chest, relaxing to 
permit an inrush of fresh air, then 
pressing down again, hour after hour, 
will attend the funeral services at the 
Frick home at Crystal Lake Sunday 
atternoon. Six of the 57 men who 
worked in 15-minute relays, eight hours 
at a stretch, will act as pall bearers. 


Mother Perntits Autopsy. 


It has been the wish of the mother 
that no autopsy be performed on her 
22-year-old son, but in the hope that 
science might learn more of the. mys- 
terious disease which started in his 
bladder, descended to his legs, then 
crept up his spinal column to affect 
the nerves of his diaphragm, throat and 
tongue she finally yielded. , 

Dr. T. E. Conley, who with his broth: 
er. H. H. Conley, Dr. Charles F. Reed, 
nerve specialist, and Dr. Hart Fisher, 
medical consultant for the public serv- 
ice company, attended Frick, issued the 
following statemnet: 

“The remote cause of Mr. Frick's 
death was Landry’s paralysis following 
intestinal influenza. The immediate 
cause was paralysis of the diaphragm 
and accessory respiratory muscles.” 

Frick’s illness dates back a week, 
when he had two teeth extracted. He 
did not take an anesthetic and fainted 
in the dentist’s chair. He later said 


he had become dizzy on his way home: 


and had been hit by an automobile, 
striking his head against the pavement. 

When he complained of stomach 
cramps, Dr. T. E. Conley diagnosed the 
ailment as intestinal influenza and 
Frick was taken to the hospital Satur- 
day, paralysis setting in that might.

KIOWA SCOUT, DEAD 


Indian, 75, Was Sergeant in 
Army for Life by Act 


of Congress. 


Fort Sill, Okla., March 10 (By A. P.). 
I-See-O, who although between 75 and 
80 years old was a sergeant on: active 
duty in the United States army, died 
today on the military reservation here. 
Death resulted from an attack of pneu- 
monia. 

He was the last of the Kiowa Indian 
scouts and believed to be the oldest 
active soldier in the army. The latter 
distinction came through his work in 
putting down a Kiowa and Commancnhne 
uprising in 1891. Because of his suc- 
cess aS a peacemaker, he was awarded, 
by special act of Congress, the unique 
position as regular sergeant as long as 
he should live. 

Scorning a comfortable cottage the 
army built for him on the reservation 
I-See-O spent most of his time in a 
teepee, cooking his meals in the open 
as did his forefathers. His whole life 
jgremed to be dedicated to bringing 


the Indian and white races. 

He is survived by a widow and three 
children. 

He will be given a military funeral 
Monday. Indians in this locality are 
said to be planning an elaborate Indian 
ceremonial to take place either before 
or after the military rites. 


CHICAGO UNIVERSITY 
STUDENT KILLS SELF 


Youth Found: Studies Hard; 
Clipping in His Pocket 
Tells of Failures. 


Chicago, March 11, (By A. P.).—The 
body of McIntyre Harsha, 19-year-old 
University of Chicago freshman, with a 
bullet hole in his head, was found on 
a sand dune in northern Indiana, near 
Chesterton, this afternoon. One shot 
had been fired from a revolver which 
the youth clutched in his hand. 


Young Harsha first entered the uni- 
versity in the fall quarter of 1925, but 
withdrew because of poor. grades, 
although his grades were such that he 
would not have had to leave the uni- 
versity. He reentered the university 


at the beginning of the current se- 
mester. 

A brother, William T. Harsha, jr., 
also is a freshman at the university. 

The boy’s parents, Dr. and Mrs. W. T. 
Harsha, sr., declared the boy always 
had been “‘very emotional,” and that he 
probably killed himself over a _ love 
affair. 

An editorial clipping from a Chicago 
newspaper of October 6 was found in 
the boy’s pocket. The article discussed 
the failure of boys who quit school too 
early. 


Premier of Australia 
Threatens to Resign 


Melbourne, Australia, March 1i (By 
A. P.).—Stanley Bruce, prime minister 
of Australia, today threatened to resign 
when opposition to his states’ right bill 
threatened his government with defeat. 

“Is it necessary,”’ he asked, “to wreck 
a party if an individual is not wanted?” 

Twelve legislators have deserted the 
government, and it is supported by a 
bare majority of six on the bill, which 
proposes to readjust the .system by 
which per capita contributions have 
been made by the commonwealth to the 
states since the inauguration of the 
confederation in 1901.

FOSDICK GROUP REPORT 
FIGURES IN THE CHARGE 


Convention Would Be Relig- 
ious Department of Stand- 
ard Oil, It Is Held. 


New York, March 11 (By A. P.).— 
Proposals for the reorganization of the 
Northern Baptist-Church were made 
by a committee appointed by the 
church with which John D. Rocke- 
feller, jr., had no connection, a state- 
ment issued from Mr. Rockefeller’s 
office tonight said, in reply to charges 
made by the Rev. T. T. Shields, of 


Toronto, that Mr. Rockefeller is sponsor- 
ing a reorganization plan that would 
make the modern Baptist convention a 
“religious department of the Standard 
Oil Co.” 

Dr. Shields made his charges yester- 
day at a conference of the Baptist Bible 
Union of North America, of which he is 
president. He referred to the report on 
reorganization of the 58 organizations 
of the Northern Baptist denomination 
submitted by a committee headed by 
Mr. Raymond B. Fosdick at the national 
conference last May. “3 

The statement issued from. Mr. 
Rockefeller’s office follows: 

“About three vears ago Mr. Raymond 
B. Fosdick was appointed by the North- 
ern Baptist convention as chairman of 
a committee to study the business 
methods of the various boards of the 
Northern Baptist convention. The in- 
quiry had nothing whatever to do with 
either the doctrines of the liturgy of 
the church, and related altogether to 
the efficiency and economy of the busi- 
ness methods of the various church 
societies. 


Report Laid on Table. 


“The report was presented to the 
Northern Baptist convention and laid 
on the table. 

“The work of the committee was en- 
tirely that of Mr. Fosdick and his asso- 


ciates. Mr. John D. Rockefeller, jr., 
had nothing whatever to do with pre- 
paring the report, never saw it and has 
not taken and will not take any steps 
with reference to the adoption or non- 
adoption of this report or any other 
plan of ‘reorganization’ of the church’ 
at forthcoming conventions of the 
denomination.” 

The report suggested the merging of 
the Woman’s American Baptist Foreign 
Mission society with the American 
Baptist Foreign Mission society and the 
consolidation of the Woman’s Home 
Mission body with the American Bap- 
tist Home Mission society, with single 
executive heads for each of the or- 
ganizations. 

Regarding finances, the committee 
urged the adoption of a definite project 
program for each year. by each organi- 
zation with a uniform system of financ- 
ing and accounting for each of the 58 
denominational organizations with pe- 
riodic audits. 

The combined assets of the 58 or- 
ganized groups were $52,994,676.24 as 
of April 30, 1924, the committee -re- 
ported. 


Executive Group in Meeting. 


Chicago, March 11 (By A. P.).—Plans 
for raising $1,000,000 by individual gifts 
to complete the Northern Baptist con- 
vention’s $6,360,000 budget for the con- 
tinuation of missionary and education- 
al work at home and abroad were ap- 
proved today by the executive commit- 
tee of the Northern Baptists and 75 
ministers of the organization. 

This action followed an address by 
Dr. J. Whitcomb Brougher, of Oakland, 
Calif., president of the convention, in 
which he declared that critical condi- 
tions had arisen in foreign mission 
fields because of the decline of the pur- 
chasing power of the American dollar 
without a proportionate. increase in 
donations from the churches. 

John D. Rockefeller, jr., has already 
contributed $250,000 of the sum re- 
quired, leaving an unswbscribed amount 
of $750,000 to “be raised. 

The ministers voted also to promote 

“a fresh conception and new presenta- 


cational program of the church” and 
to hold a series of conferences for this 
purpose in the 34 States included in the 
Northern Baptist territory. 


Silent on Shields’ Charges. | 


The meeting remained silent as an 
answer to the charges made in New 
York city yesterday by the Rev. T. T. 
Shields, of Toronto, president of the 
Baptist Union of North America, that 
the Northern Baptist convention is 
“seeking to tamper with the basic doc- 
trines of the church,” and that John 
D. Rockefeller, jr., was trying to make 
the convention “th religious depart- 
ment of the Standa i Oil Co.” 

The delegates merély expressed them- 
selves as being of the opinion voiced 
by Dr. W. H. Bowler, of New York city, 
that “the controversies; which have 
disturbed our denomination in the past 
few.years have practically died out in 
all sections of the country.” As no se- 


ministers present, who represented every 
shade of opinion from fundamentalist 
to modernist in their own personal 
views, no such charges as those made 
by Dr. Shields required any answer.

Sapiro Asserts Motor King 
Charges He Is Making 
Tillers Into Reds. 


$1,000,000 IS SOUGHT 
FOR ALLEGED LIBELS 


Baruch, Kahn and Others, 
Complaint Says, Named 
as Jewish Plotters. 


Detroit, Mich., March 11 (By A. P.). 
Cooperative marketing in all its phases 
will undergo expert analysis when the 
$1,000,000 libel suit of Aaron Sapiro 
against Henry Ford gets under way.in 
United States district court here Tues- 
day. A voluminous declaration con- 
taining excerpts from alleged libelous 
articles appeere in the Dearborn In- 
dependent numerous depositions 
will go into the record. 

Sapiro, one-time street gamin and 
orphanage waif, who started out to be 
a rabbi and instead became the leader 
of one of the greatest agricultural 
movements of modern times, filed his 
suit against the motor king on April 
22, 1925, charging defamation of char- 
acter in the series of articles that ap- 
peared in the Independent, owned by 
Ford. 

The declaration in the suit asserted 
that Sapiro had passed fifteen years 
building up agricultural marketing or- 
ganizations which now exist in nearly 
two score States and that irreparable 
damage had been done to his reputa- 
tion with farmers of America and Can- 
ada by the series of articles. 


Conspiracy Charge Alleged. 


These articles, the declaration al- 
leged, accused Sapiro of being one of 
a conspiracy of Jewish bankers who 
seek to “control the food markets of 
the world.” They accused him,. the 
declaration added, of seeking to gain 
control of the markets for wheat, po- 
tatoes, hops, hay, tobacco and cotton, 
and the raisin and bean output. 

The names of Bernard Baruch, 
Julius Rosenwald, Otto Kahn, Albert 
D. Lasker and E. Myer, jr., were linked 
with that. of Sapiro) he’ asserted, in 
the articles that charged him with 
particiation in the alleged Jewish con- 
spiracy to control American. agricul- 
ture, “or to organize the farmers of 
America in the interests of com- 
munism.”’ 

In presenting a demand for retrac~ 
tion, which was ignored, Sapiro quoted 
extensively from the articles. He cited 
the following from the issue of Au- 
gust 30, 1924: 

“‘This whole Kahn-Baruch-Lasker- 
Rosenwald-Sapiro program is carefully 
planned to turn over to an organized 
international interest, the entire agri- 
cultural interest of the republic * * *. 
Between the lines one reads the story 
of the Jewish communistic movement 
in’ America, which seeks to make the 
United States what it already has made 
of Russia.’ ” 

Sapiro, fifth of a family of nine chil- 
dren, was born in San Francisco 42 
years ago. At the age of 6 he and his 


-brother Philip, then 8, began selling 


newspapers and matches on the streets 
of-Oakland. “Otherwise,” Sapiro once 
said, “we would have gone hungry.” 


Sent to Orphanage. 


Upon the death of his father, a 
teamster, the straightened circum- 
stances of the family sent Sapiro, with 
two brothers and a sister to an orphan- 
age. He passed six years in the orphan- 
age and for excellence in grammar 
school work was awarded a medal and 
$250. The money, however, was with- 
hela until he was 21. He was permit- 
ted to go to high school and upon grad- 
uation was sent to Hebrew Union col- 
lege, at Cincinnati. This was in 1900. 
Sapiro remained there eight years. The 
rabbinical course was nine years, and 
in explaining why he left before the 
course was completed Sapiro said: “I 
came to believe strongly that any 
church myst be an instrument of so- 
cial service, to further human welfare 
rather than an institution for the 
preaching of a fixed and changeless 
creed. I told them so. So I left He- 
brew Union.” 

He then took up law, graduating 
from Hastings Law college, California, 
in 1911. It was his later appointment 
as counsel for the California State 
market commission that led Sapiro into 
the formation of cooperative organiza- 
tions. z

BERLINER DECORATED 
BY GERMAN RED CROSS 
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Washington Inventor Gets 
Medal for Shipping Milk 
. to Chlidren. 


MISS SCHADE IS HONORED 


In recognition of his services to the 
children of Germany, Emile Berliner, 
Washington inventor and advocate of 
child welfare, has received the honor 
order of the German Red Cross. The 
decoration was through Baron von 
Maltzan, German Ambassador. It was 
bestowed “in gratitude for assisting the 
Red Cross of Germany.” 

The award, it was said, is seldom 
conferred on other than German citi- 


zens and only for preeminent humani- 
tarian work. Mr. Berliner’ shortly 
after the war sent tons of dried milk 
to the children of Germany through 
the Red Cross of that country. It was 
for this gift, Mr. Berliner believes, that 
the decoration was awarded. 

Mr. Berliner divides his time be- 
tween his inventions and his philan- 
thropic work. Thirty years ago, 
through the death of his first-born 
son, he became interested in child wél- 
fare. He maintains a health informa- 
tion bureau here, and to every mother 
of a newborn child in Washington he 
sends a little booklet on child welfare. 
He also conducts a clinic for under- 
nourished children at his health bu- 
reau. 

Miss Anita Schade, 1529 Rhode 
Island avenue northwest, daughter of 
the late. Col. Louis Schade, editor of 
the Washington Sentinel and founder 
of the German Literary society, has 
been decorated by the German govern- 
ment in recognition of her work with 
the Red Cross in the world war. 

The German Ambassador, Baron Ago 
Maltzan, transmitted the medal to Miss 
Schade with a note of congratulation.

Vare to Ask for Recount 
: Of Entire Vote Cast 


Philadelphia, March 11 (By A. P.) 
United States Senator-elect William 8. 
Vare today announced he will ask the 
regular committee on privileges and 
elections of the Senate to recount the 
entire vote cast for senator at the last 
November election in Pennsylvania. 

He so stated in a letter to Senator 
Reed, of Missouri, chairman of the Sen- 
ate special committee investigating 
campaign expenditures. The letter was 
in reply to a communication from Sen- 
ator Reed asking Vare whether he 
wanted the committee to impound 
ballot boxes from any other counties 
than Allegheny and Philadelphia in the 
contest brought by William B. Wilson, 
Vare’s Democratic opponent in,the elec- 
tion. 

The ballot boxes of Philadelphia and 
Allegheny county, which includes Pitts- 
burgh, have been taken to Washirg.ion 
under the Reed committee’s orders and 
Mr. Wilson has asked that the ballots 
of four other counties also be examined. 
'“T am advised,” said Vare’s letter, 
“that the special committee of which 
you were chairman has ceased to exist. 
If this were not so, I would request 
that every ballot box in Pennsylvania 
should be brought to Washington and 
its ballots scrutinized and tabulated. I 
am convinced that throughout the 
State I was the sufferer from many ir- 
regularities. 

' “I expect upon the convening of the

Gen. Wood Able to Meet Alds. 
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TO CONTINUE, SURVEY 
SHOWS. 10 COOLIDGE 


Saturation Point Not Reached, 
Greenbaum’s Report on 
125 Cities Shows. 


91/-BILLION BUILDING 
INVESTMENT FORESEEN 


Peak Is Held to Have Passed 
With Lower Rental In- 
come Indicated. 


President Coolidge was told yesterday 
by Walter J. Greenbaum, of Chicago, 
that, according to the result of a ques- 


tionnaire survey on building construc- 
tion conditions in 125 leading cities in 
the United States, it definitely has been 
determined that the saturation build- 
ing point has not been reached, al- 
though apparently. the peak in build- 
ing construction was passed last yéar. 
There seemed to be in evidence, how- 
ever, the replies indicated, a movement 
toward a lower rental income from peak 
prices which have prevailed since the 
war. 

The comparative figures as shown to 
President Coolidge indicated building 
investments during the present year 
will reach some $5,500,000,000, as com- 
pared with $6,000,000,000 for last year. 
This falling off, it was explained by Mr. 
Greenbaum, is not a serious matter, but, 
simply would seem to confirm the be- 
lief that last year’s investments 
reached the peak, and that from now 
on expansion would depend entirely on 
the law of supply and demand. 

Of the replies received to the ques- 
tion whether the saturation point had 
been reached in all types of buildings, 
only 15 of them were in the affirma- 
tive. Thirty-four took the negative, 
while 76 were divided, some holding 
that certain types of construction have 
filled the known demand. and others 
that they have not. 


Wide Margin of Replies. 


Seventy-six of the cities reported 
that all new buildings which were well 
located had been occupied within a 
reasonable time, five held that they 
had not and the remainder of the re- 
plies indicated a widely divided opinion. 

There was a wide margin of negative 
replies to the question whether there 
is any abnormal amount of new con- 
struction in progress at present, but 
the result of the question whether 
there was an indication of an oversup- 
ply of new buildings found the experts 
so divided in their views that a de- 
cision was impossible. Rental ’ de- 
mands, it was held, have been such as 
fairly well to maintain the prices es- 
tablished in recent years. 

More than one-half of the replies 
said that increased land values since 
the war require more modern improve- 
ments in certain sections of-all :cities 
in order to more fully capitalize the 
earning power. 

Out of all of the replies only seven 
said the cities in which the surveys 
were made have shown a steady growth 
in population since the government 
census of 1920. 

The cities from which the survey 
figures were obtained were not identi- 
fied other than that they were munici- 
palities of more than 50,000 popula- 
tion.

numbers of wounded have been reach- 
ing Peking. Northern troops are cross- 
ing the Yellow river at several points 
in their drive against the Cantonese 
under the cover of the artillery of Mar- 
shal Chang Tso-lin, the Manchurian 
war lord. The results of the fighting 
were not known here tonight. 

Reports indicate that Chang Tso-lin 
is planning a flank attack in Honan 
and at the same time is rushing 60,000 
reinforcements southward to carry 9n 
his main drive toward Hankow. Block- 
ing the way to that city are Cantonese 
forces entrenched on the southern 
Honan border. 

A battalion of the famous Coldstream 
guards arrived in Shanghai today to 
strengthen the British defense force. 
They marched 5 miles in a downpour 
of rain, but were heartily cheered by a 
crowd of Britishers on hand to wel- 
come them. 

Gen. Chang Kai-Shek, the Canton- 
ese commander in chief, was quoted by 
a Hankow news agency as declaring 
himself loyal to the republican revolu- 
tionary party, which is the dominating 
civilian party in the Cantonese gov- 
ernment. His statement was made in 
answer to rumors that he was contem- 
plating a coup d’etat against the left 
wing of the party. 


Wounded Reach Peking. 


Peking, March 11 (By A. P.).—Six 
hundred wounded soldiers have arrived 
at Peking, indicating that the fighting 
in Honan is developing on a large scale. 

Under cover of Marshal Chang Tso- 
Lin’s artillery the northerners are con- 
tinuing to cross the Yellow river, de- 
spite strong opposition from the forces 
of Gen. Chin Yun Ao, civil governor 
of Honan, and Gen. Wang Huati-Ching. 


These two generals are nominally sup- 


porters of Gen. Wu Pei Fu, the Chilli 
leader, although not definitely lined 
up with the southerners. The north 
erners, however, must deal with the 
forces of Gen. Chin and Gen. Wang 
before coming in contact with the Can- 
tonese nationalists or southerners. 
Recent events in Kiangsi and Anhwe 
provinces have deprived Marshal Chang 
Tso-Lin of help from Gen. Chang 
Tsung-Chang, the Shantung leader, 
which. previously had been planned. 
Late dispatches show that the north- 
ern forces intend to meet Chin Yun 
Ao’s menace by attacking his rear 
through northern Anhwei province, 
while 60,000 reinforcements are being 
brought degwn from the Mukden area 
(Manchuria) to assist Chang Tso-Lin’s 
main advance. The first contingents 
of these troops are already passing

Negotiations Are Opened With 
Army to Determine Expendi- 
ture of $10,000,000. 


DECISION IS UP TO BOARD 


(By the Associated Press.) 

The navy wants to take over exclu- 
sive control and development of Ford 
island, Hawaii, and make it an aviation 
center. 

Negotiations have been started with 
the army with this object in view and 
their outcome will largely determine 
the ultimate expenditure of about 
$10,000,000 on the island site. 

Whether the island will be continued 
as a joint army-navy aviation station 
or be given entirely to one service is 
under consideration by a special board 
of officers meeting in Hawail. 

The navy complains that due to the 
existing division of the island site, its 
aviation activities are seriously handi- 
capped. It contends the army’s air 
operations could be transferred to the 
Schofield barracks station, within 50 
miles of Ford island. 

Due to the efforts to get the army 
away from Ford island and the lack of 
any agreement regarding that project 
at the time Congress was considering 
naval appropriations no _ special ‘at- 
tempt was made to obtain funds for 
enlarging the navy’'s facilities there. 
Authorization was obtained, however, 
for appropriations for construction of 
shops, hangars, storehouses and maga- 
zines at an estimated cost of $1,150,000. 

Naval aviation officials expect the 
Ford island negotiations to terminate 
satisfactorily for them between now 
and the time Congress reassembles in 
December, and should their expecta- 
tions be realized, they will inherit 
much of the. army equipment and 
thereby reduce their own needs for 
additional construction. This would 
enable the navy to reduce the $1,150,-

SECOND READING PASSED

Charges that atrocious blasphemy, sedi- 
tion and class hatred are taught to 
|children in the communist Sunday 
ischools of Great Britain were made 
‘in the house of commons today by 
Capt. Herbert Holt, conservative, in

‘Capt. Holt stated that there are

The home secretary, Sir William 
Joynson-Hicks, in supporting the bill, 
differentiated between the communists 
and socialists and said the bill did not 
attack socialism. The socialist Sunday 
schools were perfectly legitimate and 
the government would not be led into 
a campaign for the prosecution of so- 
clalism. ’ 

Up to three years ago, he asserted, 
gross blasphemy had been taught in 
some of the proletariat schools, but 
that had largely ceased. The commun- 
ists now had taken a different tack and 
were trying to form groups of children 
wherever possible who would be im- 
bued with the doctrine of communism. 

At the beginning of this year there 
were 26 “sections,’”’ with 716 members; 
389 school groups and 7 school papers. 
The groups were not increasing much, 
he said. The proposed bill would make 
easier the enforcement of the laws 
against sedition and blasphemy, and 
he would support the bill, although the 
government was willing that the con- 
servatives vote as they chose.

Rochester, N. Y., March 11 (By A. 
P.).—A civil war pass, signed by 
President Lincoln and permitting 
the late Gen. Roger A. Pryor, of the 
Confederate army, to pass through 
the Union lines to Gen. Grant for 
a conference regarding exchange of 
prisoners, has just been found here. 

It is in the possession of W. H. 
Tisdale, 841, who, from 1861 to 
1864, was an orderly for President 
Lincoln and later court attendant 
for Gen. Pryor. Gen. Pryor sought 
the note for years, Mr. Tisdale said, 
but it was found only recently when 
a Union veteran named Dubar, who 
had come into possession of it in the 
war, sent it to Mr. Tisdale. 

Mr. Tisdale said Justice Pryor had 
offered $300 for the treasured doc- 
ument. The pass, written on a card, 
reads:

TO WRECK, RESCUED 


Are Drowned; Craft

Norfolk, Va., March 11 (By A. P.).— 
Eight men rescued from the four-mast 
schooner Jessie G. Noyes, wrecked 270

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POST-MORTEM HONORS. 


For gallantry in action, conspicuous energy 
and marked efficiency in the military service 
there has been awarded to Col. Theodore 
Roosevelt, jr., the distinguished service medal. 
The announcement of this award, made Sep- 
tember 12, 1922, has just been made in general 
order 2, Department of War. 

No doubt Col. Roosevelt will feel highly 
honored over this recognition by his grateful 
country of his efforts to do his full duty as a 
soldier. However, the fact that the ‘‘merit- 
torious service’ thus recognized was ‘‘in opera- 
tions around Cantigny, Soissons and during 
the Meuse-Argonne offensive,’’ which was in the 
summer and fall of 1918, it may strike the 
recipient that the War Department deliberated 
a long time upon the matter. 

The question naturally arises, ‘‘why the long 
delay in making the award?’’ To which the 
answer might be, ‘‘You don’t know what delay 
is. We are still finding out that the services of 
some of the boys who wore the blue in the 
sixties entitled them to medals.’’ In the same 
“general order No. 2,’’ Lieut. Col. George W. 
Martin is ‘‘posthumously cited” for gallantry 
in action in the Philippines in 1898. 

Just why it should take thirty years to find 
out whether or not a soldier of the Spanish war 
was entitled to honors for gallantry in action 
can be answered, perhaps, by the War Depart- 
ment, and there is probably an excellent rea- 
son why some of the campaigners of the world 
war are baing decorated now for gallantry in 
France nearly a decade gone. But the wisest 
among them would have difficulty in explain- 
ing how it came that Congress enacted a law, 
effective in April, 1923, which prohibits the 
award of the medal of honor or the distin- 
guished service cross to any member of the 
A. E. F., no matter how gallant or meritorious 
his service might have been, unless the dis- 
covery of his gallantry was made and a cita- 
tion to that effect issued prior to that date. 
In view of the leisurely methods of the War 
Department it is evident that this statute de- 
bars many gallant men from the recognition 
they deserve, because the ‘‘discovery’’ will not 
be made until long after they have been laid 
under the sod. 


UNLICENSED FLYING, 

For flying without a license and for operat- 
ing an unregistered plane, a resident of Boston 
has been fined $100 in the district court of 
that city. An inspector of the motor vehicle 
registrar’s office testified that in order to ac- 
cumulate the flying time required for a license 
the defendant went up in a condemned plane 
at the Boston airport. The explanation had 
no effect upon the judge, however, and the 
fine resulted. 

Stringent enforcement of the Federal air 
regulations will be a fine thing for aviation 
in general. Once the public realizes that all 
aviators must possess a license issued by the 
Zovernment as evidence of their ability to 
handle a plane, confidence in this method of 
transportation will be enhanced. The govern- 
ment registration insignia painted on the wings 


of a plane will establish immediately its air- 


worthiness. 

A competent pilot will have no trouble what- 
soever in obtaining a license. The incom- 
petent, however, should never be permitted to 
leave the ground save for instruction accom- 
panied by a fully competent teacher.

THE NAVY GOES TO MARKET. 


When the United States navy gets ready to 
buy supplies manufacturers and dealers are 
aware of the fact that there is a buyer abroad. 
Just now the navy is looking around for a few 
articles to replenish the shortage for the cur- 
rent fiscal year. To this end the bureau of 
supplies and accounts has invited bids for sup- 
plying 800,000 pounds of tub, or cube, butter. 
“Jack at sea’’ must have the best of every- 
thing, and the bidder who wishes to secure 
the contract for this 400 tons of human lubri- 
cant must conform to specifications which will 
be difficult to meet except by the best cream- 
eries. These specifications call for sweet cream 
butter “‘that scores 94 to 95, which is regarded 
as the highest grade on the market. The con- 
tract prices will be on the basis of the differ- 
ential, over New York market, for extra quality 
at the time of packing.” 

The department asks bids on 105,000 pounds 
of sliced dried beef, as the amount in storage 
at present is rather below the estimated re- 
quirements. Also there is an opportunity for 
some manufacturer of cutlery to unload any 
surplus of jackknives he may have on hand, 
as the department will buy 16,000 of these 
necessary implements in the outfit of the gobs. 
Of course they must come up to specifications, 
which are standard.and available to any one 
interested. The ordinary housewife, or even 
the sewing teacher in the school, will probably 
gasp if she happens to read that the supply 
division of the navy is short on black sewing 
silk and is therefore ready to buy 65,800 
standard size spools. 

However, the biggest item in the recently

of the present fiscal year is 27 pursuit planes 
to “complete the complement of the fighting 
planes for the aircraft carrier Lexington.”’ 
These will cost $480,450, and a contract for 
their construction has just been awarded to 
the Curtiss Airplane Co. The department has 
also ordered 70 training planes, with neces- 
sary spare parts, from a factory in Buffalo, 
N: Y., for which $672,867 will be paid, and at 
the same time an order was placed with a com- 
pany in the State of Washington for 32 of the 
pursuit type of aircraft at $515,650, ‘“‘which 
will complete the complement of fighting 
planes for the aircraft carrier Saratoga.’’ 

Not long ago the Ford Motor Co. sent to the 
naval air station at Anacostia a new type three- 
engine all-metal transport monoplane. The 
tests were satisfactory, and the department 
announces the purchase of the airship for 
$40,000. 


RECALLING A PRECEDENT. 


The supreme court of the State of New 
York—which, by the way, is by no means su- 


preme, as its opinions are subject to review by 


two higher State courts, the appellate division 
and the court of appeals—has brought in a 
verdict against the directors of a defunct na- 
tional bank of the city of Geneva, which is 
quite likely to be set aside by the United States 
Supreme Court if the case ever reaches that 
tribunal. 

According to the press dispatch, stockhold- 
ers of the bank charged the directors with 
negligence in failing to watch over the actions 
of the president of the institution, who was 
accused of making unlawful loans. The stock- 
holders seem to be under the impression that 
it is the business of bank directors to direct, 
and that in failing to do so they make them- 
selves liable for any losses that the bank may 
sustain. 

It would appear from the information avail- 
able that the case of the Geneva National Bank 
is identical, in the principle involved, with 
that of the First National Bank of Buffalo. In 
1882 the president of the latter brought about 
the failure of the institution by making unlaw- 
ful loans to himself and a man with whom he 
engaged in heavy speculation in the grain 
market. <A receiver was appointed who, after 
liquidating the affairs of the bank as far as 
possible from the sale of such assets as were 
left, sued the directors individually as respon- 
sible through their failure to ascertain ‘that 
the president had made loans unlawfully. The 
United States district court sustained the con- 
tention of the receiver and rendered judgment 
against the directors individually. 

The case subsequently reached the United 
States Supreme Court, which, after hearing 
the arguments of the government and the at- 
torneys for the directors, withheld its decision 
for several months and finally reversed the 
district court. 

The directors were absolved from the pay- 
ment of the loss sustained through the un- 
lawful acts of the president, who incidentally 
was convicted and sentenced to a term in 
prison. |

event of an appeal of the directors of the 
Geneva National Bank from the judgment 
which, if enforced, will require them to pay 
$767,865 to the stockholders and depositors, 
that precedent may guide the Supreme Court in 
reaching a final conclusion.

KEEP WASHINGTON BEAUTIFUL. 


A petition bearing the signatures of 31 prop- 
erty owners in the territory involved has been 
forwarded the zoning commission requesting 
that Sixteenth street between H street and 
Scott circle be changed from residential to 
first commercial area. In support of their 
plea the. petitioners point out that although 
Sixteenth street is zoned for residential pur- 
poses along its entire course, commercial zon- 
ing has crept to within 100 feet of it along 
the section which the petitioners want rezoned. 
The matter will be considered in a _ public 
hearing the latter part of the month. 

It is inconceivable that the commission will 
give the petition anything more than cursory 
attention. Sixteenth street is the gateway to 
the’ White House, extending from the. very 
lawn of the executive residence nearly to the 
District line. Several years ago the statue in 
Lafayette square was replaced on a lower base 
so that the vista from the White House along 
Sixteenth street would be unimpeded. The 
picture now is complete. What would it be, 
however, if the frame were composed of 
stores, shops, blazing signs and delivery trucks, 
on a street denuded of trees and lawns? 

No matter how close business creeps to Six- 
teenth street, every effort should be made to 
retain the residential aspect of this boulevard. 
The beauty of Washington is a substantial 
factor, which can not be properly ignored by 
the zoning commission. ) 


JOBS FOR SLEUTHS. 

For many years country newspapers and 
certain magazines have carried advertisements 
of ‘‘correspondence schools for detectives.” 
That line of endeavor has always had an at- 
traction for the country boy, especially if he 
has had access to Conan Doyle’s stories of the 
wonderful work of Sherlock Holmes, or of 
those French authors who havg penned the 
adventures of Vidocg and Lecogq. 

Graduates of these correspondence schools 
have found that the opportunities for employ- 
ment in ‘‘their chosen profession’’ are not easy 
to find. 
more prosaic work in the cornfield because 
of the lack of demand. for the service of men 
of their training. At last, however, through 
the Senate filibuster, which brings about the 
reorganization of the prohibition service, there 
is hope for these artists.

The civil service com- 
mission is charged with the duty of keeping the 
personnel up to the saturation point.

jobs, arrangements are being perfected to ex- 
amine no fewer than 25,000 applicants. 

What will interest the student body, gradu- 
ates. and undergrads alike, of these celebrated 
institutions known as ‘correspondence schools 
in the art of detecting’’ is the statement issued 
from the commission’s headquarters that 

The tests which we plan to give in con- 
nection with the agent or detective posi- 
tions will be so formulated as to measure 
judgment of the type required by an in- 
vestigator, ability to discover and follow 
up clews, and ability to interpret correct- 
ly orders received by officers working in 
the field. 

Applicants, however, must not think that 
their diplomas will serve as the open sesame 
to the Federal pay roll, as ‘‘because of the na- 
ture of the positions to be filled, those who pass 
the basic examination will be interviewed by 
the commission’s investigators.’’ 

That there will be a great shake-up is evi- 
dent from the fact as announced that all per- 
sons now in the organization who were not 


appointed under civil service rules ‘‘will be re- 


quired to qualify competitively in order to re- 
tain their positions.’’

PERISHABLE RECORD PAPERS. 

Standard specifications upon which printed 
ledger forms have been bought for the Dis- 
trict government provide for a paper contain- 
ing 75 per cent rag. Not long, ago the bureau 
of efficiency undertook to assist the District 
auditor’s office in setting up new ledgers for 
the teachers’ retirement fund under a recent 
act of Congress altering provisions relating to 
retirement annuities. When bureau account- 
ants undertook to write the first sheets they 
found it difficiult to work on the. forms pro- 
vided because the paper too closely resembled 
blotting paper. Sample sheets were tested by 
the bureau of standards and it was discovered 
that a less expensive pulp paper had been sub- 
stituted for the rag base. As a result of this 
discovery the efficiency bureau has demanded 
samples of all printed forms now in use, so 
that it may be determined to what extent sub- 
stitution has been made. 

This is inherently a more serious situation 
than appears on the surface. Rag paper is 
uséd because of its permanengy. Pulp paper, 
which costs considerably less, is good enough 
for ordinary ,work. Records, however, to be 
of any value whatsoever, must be able to

CLERGY UPHOLD POPE 
IN HIS FRENCH POLICY 


Cardinals and Archbishops 
Defend Condemnation of 
Royalist Paper. 


Rome, March 11 (By A. P.).—The 
Osservatore Romano, Official organ of 
the Vatican, publishes today a collec- 
‘ive declaration by members of the 
French clergy expressing filial obedience 
to the Pope in his policy in France, 
where he recently placed Leon Daudet’s 
royalist newspaper, L’Action Franaise, 
on the index, on account of its declara- 
tions regarding the Vatican. 

The declaration by the French clergy 
bears the signatures of 5 cardinals, 20 
archbishops and 92 bishops. Affirming 
that the condemnation of L’Action 
Francaise was caused entirely by the 
fact that the leaders of the newspaper 
placed themselves “in contradiction to 
Catholic faith and morals,” the docu- 
ment asserts that the attitude of the 
Pope has not been motivated by poli- 
tics. 

It declares the Pope did not wish to 
interfere with the question of monarch- 
ism in France, but “did not desire the 
inculcation among French Catholics, 
under the pretext of the restoration of 
monarchy, of erroneous doctrines.”’ 

It concludes: “History proves that it 
is impossible to. dissociate the Roman 
Church and the French nation without 
hurting one or the other.”

U.S. HAS WHIP HAND IN MEXICO 
QUESTION; CALLES NEAR PANIC

notice is given by either party prior 
to that date of a desire to terminate 
it. This is the convention which is 
Mexico’s safeguard or guarantee against 
a lifting of the embargo on arms by 
the United States and the American 
government is understood to have

Calles that President Coolidge, under 


present circumstances, believes the 
convention should terminate at the 
end of its first year, as prescribed in 
article 15, as follows: 

“The convention shall come into ef- 
fect at the expiration of ten days from 
the date of its publication (March 18, 
1926) in conformity of the laws of the

main in force for one year. If upon 
the expiration of one year after the 
convention shall have been in force no 
notice is given by either party of a 
desire to terminate the same it shall 
continue in force.” 


Prohibits Shipping Arms. 


This convention in article 1 prohibits 
shipments of arms or even merchandise 
across the international boundary line 
between the United States and Mexico 
unless such shipments are covered by a 
shipper’s export declaration, a copy of 
which “verified by the appropriate offi- 
cials of the country of origin. shall be 
furnished to the customs officials of 
the country of destination.” Obviously, 
this closes the door to shipmefts of 
arms over the border into Mexico be- 
cause America is obligated to notify 
Mexico whenever such shipments are 
undertaken and it is thus easy for the 
Mexican officials to obtain possession 
of the arms. 

Article 2 provides the same guaran- 
tees relative to shipments by sea and 
the United States obligates itself not 
to give clearance papers to shipments 
of articles prohibited by the laws of 
Mexico. 

Under article 3 each government 
reciprocally agrees “to exchange 
promptly all available information con- 
cerning the names and activities of all 
persons known or suspected té be en- 
gaged in violations of the laws of the 
United States or Mexico with. res 
to smuggling or the introduction of 
sires or restricted articles.”

No need was or is required for un- 
diplomatic language or for unugual re- 
citals as to what the United States 
government has learned of recent Mexi- 
can activities reflecting’ attempts to 
harass and embarrass this govern- 
ment. The mere intimation that the 
convention may terminate is sufficient, 
as matters stand, to convince Calles at 
last that President Coolidge and Secre- 
tary Kellogg mean business and have 
meant business when they have de- 
manded hands off any confiscation 
policy aimed at citizens of. the United 
States. 


Forging Is Now Charged. 


But coincident with the presentation 
of this problem to the Calles govern- 
ment, both Calles and Ambassador 
Tellez have learned of certain facts 
which have become known to the 
State Department here and which are 
of a different class than the manifold 
reports concerning Mexican  propa- 
ganda. 


It is known, for ,example, that 
forged ‘documents and forged certified 
copies of documents have been used 
by the Mexicans in dealing with 
claims before the mixed claims com- 
mission. 


It is likewise’ known that letters 
with forged signatures of Secretary 
Kellogg’s name have been in circula- 
tion and have been traced and dis- 
covered. 


Also, it is known that Mexican of- 
ficiats have favored getting all matters 
of dispute between the United States 
and Mexico before an arbitration 
tribunal or claims commission because; 
as they themselves explain, Mexico 
would not pay anyway, even if the de- 
cisions went against her. And, an ex- 
amination of the records shows that 
claims of Americans against Mexico 
are for the most part never_paid, Con- 
gress here on one occasion ng had 
to appropriate money to pay Ameri- 
cans who were denied . payments by 
Mexico.

Lastly, it is known here that the 
brother of Ambassador Tellez, who was 
reported to be so ill that the Amhas- 
sador had to rush to his bedside, has 
been seen daily on the streets and has 
shown no signs of being indisposed.

FOR CITIZEN SOLDIERS 


Hundreds to Share in Military 
Training at Camps in 
Three States. 


Richmond, Va., March 11 (By A. P.). 
Four army training camps in Virginia 
have been selected for holding the 1927 
citizens’ military training camps, Maj. 
Samuel T. Stewart, C. M. T. C. officer 
of the third corps area, announced to- 
day. 

The four camps are Fort Eustis, Fort 
Monroe, Fort Myer and Fort Humphreys. 
Fort Eustis will be used for basic and 
advance infantry courses; Fort Monroe 
for advanced coast artillery courses; 
Fort Myer for advanced cavalry courses, 
and Fort Humphreys for engineers’ 
courses. Five hundred men will be at 
Fort Monroe, 1,300 at Fort Eustis, 200 
at Fort Myer and 25 at Fort Hum- 
phreys. 

Other training camps in the third 
corps area will be in Maryland, at Fort 
Washington, where 500 men will receive 
basic and advance infantry course; Fort 
Howard, where the same courses will 
be offered to a like number; Fort Hoyle, 
where 600 will receive instruction in 
basic and advanced (field artillery 
courses. 

These courses will run from July 7 
to August 5. Other courses will run 
from August 5 to September 3. At Fort 
Monmouth, N. Y., 175 nien will receive 
advanced signal courses. A course "in 
basic and advanced infantry will be 
hela at Fort Washington, Md., August 
9 and September 7. Five hundred men 
will be gnrolled in that station.

PLANS TO PURCHASE 38 


Competition for a shipboard fighting 
plane contract will begin at the Ana- 
costia naval air station Tuesday, 


weather permitting. 

On June 1, 1926, the bureau of aero- 
nautics gent out type specifications for 
en airplane to be used as a shipboard 
fighter, and the Eberhardt Airplane 
Co., Buffalo, N. Y.; the Curtiss Air- 
plane & Motor Co., Garden City, L. L., 
end the Boeing Airplane Co., Seattle, 
Wash., have entered the competition, 
the Eberhardt plane being at Anacostia 
and the Curtiss.and Boeing entries on 
the way here. 

The shipboard fighter of the navy 
differs from the carrier or land fighter 
in ‘that it is primarily a —— to be 
launched from catapults a d ship. 
The land fighter is not restricted to a 
minimum speed on taking off and 
landing, but the minimum speed of the 
shipboard fighting plane must be low 
enough to enable it .to- take the air 
under any condition of catapulting. 

It is also expected to compete in the 
air with fighting planes of any type it 
may encounter and consequently a 
higher performance is demanded of it 
due to the fact that its minimum fly- 
ing speed remains especially low. It is 
expected that the performance of at 
least one of the planes will be equal to 
or better than the specifications, and 
that about 38 planes of the type will 
be purchased. Should one of the. de- 
signs be purchased, the planes will be 
assigned to the battleships and cruisers 
of both fleets.

When 
well done, drain, remove skins and 
mash, adding sufficient top milk or 
cream to make the potatoes soft, a 
lump of butter and a bit of salt. Add 
about three large tablespoons of brown 
sugar, one slice of canned pineapple 
that has been cut in very small pieces, 
and about a fourth cup of walnuts 
broken in small pieces. Pack this mix- 
ture into a baking dish and cover the 
top with whole, fresh marshmallows, 
and put in the oven to thoroughly 
heat through. The marshmallows will 
puff up well, and if room is not left 
in the pan to allow for their swelling, 
they will run out over the sides of the 
pan, providing a dismal dish indeed 


for the meal that the potatoes were to 
grace.

| Repotting Plants 


in pots, whether outdoors dur- 

ing the warm weather or in the 
house in the winter, 
come what the florist calls “pot- 
bound.” Plainly expressed, this simply 
means that the roots have developed 
to such an extent that they are 
cramped by the confines of their con- 
tainer. Should such a condition be 
allowed to continue, the plant is sure 
to suffer, for its continued success and 
further development depend upon nor- 
mal conditions for every part of its 
physical organism. 

It is easy to determine the existence 
of this trouble, and just as simple to 
remedy it. By turning pot and plant 
upside down and lightly rapping 
the rim of the pot against the 
edge of a table or post, the whole con- 
tents can be jarred out without break- 
ing it to any extent. If the outside of 
the soil ball is covered with a network 
of fine roots, repotting in a larger con- 
tainer is advisable. In «this event 
merely reset the plant in the center of 
the new pot at the depth at which it 
was formerly growing, filling in be- 
neath and around the old ball of roots 
with fresh soil.

EAR Jimmy: A certain expert 
D trout-fishing friend of mine has 
a favorite expression to the ef- 
fect that the longer he rides his pet 
hobby the more he realizes how little 
he knows about it. He’s long since 
passed the confident stage—the years 
when he was a sort of experienced be- 
ginner—and he hasn’t any illusions left 
about what he’s up against. Precisely 
thus does the oldtimer among garden- 
ers feel about some of the situations 
he faces; they’re always surprising him 
with the depth and intricacy of the 
principles which they involve. Take 
the matter of plant reproduction, for 
the sake of example. 
Full exposure to the rigors of win- 
ter is a necessary experience in the 


lives of many seeds. It seems. strange 
that such should be the case, when you 
consider the apparent delicacy of the 
plantlets that spring from such rough- 
ly used and minute containers. Ap- 
parently an ordeal of bitter frost and 
dampness rather than of fire is pro- 
vided in order that they may have the 
stamina to come through and in their 
turn reproduce a sturdy breed. 

In thinking of these hardy seeds I 
always remember the _ fall-maturing 
nuts and berries of various’ kinds. 
Hickory, hazel, dogwood and the later 
varieties of pit fruits are familiar ex- 
amples. In a natural state they ripen 
on their respective twigs, fall in Sep- 
tember or October, are covered auto- 
matically with a mulch of autumn 
leaves, and for months lie hidden 
while the moisture gradually works 
through their hard shells so that— 
next spring Or perhaps only after a 
second winter has passed—they may 
open and thrust down questing roots. 
Today along the hedgerows and in the 
woodlands, thousands of them are near- 
ly ready to awake. In a few more 
weeks the miracle will be accomplished 
and a new generation will come into 
existence. 

It’s a trite phrase, Jimmy, but some- 
times things like these make you want 
to say to yourself, “Nature is pretty 
wonderful, after all!’’ Yours as ever,

A suit-bid of one requires two 
quick tricks; but many hands con- 
taining two quick tricks do not justify 
a suit-bid of one. 
In these days, when so much is said 
about the necessity of having two quick 
tricks in order to justify an original 
suit-bid, inexperienced players are apt 
to draw tke conclusion that they must 
bid whenever they have two tricks. 
Such an inference is most unsound. 
At the conclusion of yesterday’s 
article you were asked how the follow- 
ing hands should be bid: 
: Ace-x-x Ht: Ace-x-x-x 
>: Queen-x-x Cl” x-x-x 
: Ace-King-x Ht: King-Jack-x 
> X-X-X-X Cl: x-x-x 
: Ace-X-x Ht: King-Queen-x 
>: X-X-X Cl: X-X-x-x 
All these hands contain two quick 
tricks. One of them—No. 2—contains 
two quick tricks and the King-Jack-x 
of Hearts in addition; but in spite of 
the ample fulfillment of the two-quick- 
trick qualification, none of these hands 
contains an original bid. There is no

justification for bidding originally with 
less than four cards of the suit named, 
and in none of the hands is there a 
four-card suit which would justify an 
opening declaration with it. In preced- 
ing articles we have covered thoroughly 
the weakest hands which should be bid. 
To name a four-card suit which does 
not contain tops, or a five-card suit 
weaker than Jack-10, even with three 
quick tricks, is the height of folly be- 
cause a player never would dare raise 
a suit-bid made by a partner who was 
known to bid such weak suits originally. 
None of these example hands contain a 
No Trump bid either, because one of 
the requisites for a No Trump is three 
suits stopped, unless of course the hold- 
ing consists of two very powerful short 
suits; suits which contain together at 
least four quick tricks, and no one of 
the above hands is nearly that strong. 
It therefore will be seen that there are 
many “good looking” hands containing 
two quick tricks which should be passed 
originally. But after an initial pass any 
of the hands given would contain a 
sound raise for partner’s declaration.

HUNGER 
BA

USUAL CAUSE OF 
BY’S COLIC. 

F a baby develops the colic habit 
the chances are eight of ten that 
hunger is the sole cause, according 
to Dr. T. C. Hemplemann. 
If the baby is breast fed and the 
colic attacks come on at night or in 
the afternoon the hunger explanation 
is almost certainly right. The mother 
has more food for baby in the morning 
after a restful night’s sleep. But there 
is even better proof of hunger as the 
cause of the distress. 
Give the baby about two ounces of 
milk or some other good, nutritious 
food. If he is hungry he will grab tke 
bottle, drink the milk, and quiet down. 
The best cure for colic in the general 
run of cases is to give some supple- 
mental food. 

In one or two cases of colic out of 
every ten hunger is not the cause, and 
extra feeding is not the cure. In some 
of these the diet needs to be switched 
in some way. In the cases where the 
sugars are at fault, giving the baby 
some casein foods, or milk powder 
foods, will cure the colic. In ‘other 
cases, irregularity in feeding or some 
other error in feeding is responsible. 
The colic disappears when the feeding 
habits are changed. 


Dr. Hempelmann also writes on the 
baby habit of spitting up food. In most 
cases this simply means that the baby 
has overfilled his stomach and he is 
getting rid of the excess. Under these 
conditions, the symptom is if no im- 
portance and calls for no treatment. 
There are two signs that indicate 
that a given spitting up baby is not 
in the above class. Sometimes the 
baby does not gain weight according 
to schedule, and spitting up is the only 
symptom. In a few cases in the above 
group careful watching of the abdom- 
inal walls, or feeling it, will show that 
the stomach is contracting in an un- 
natural way. Dr. Hempelmann thinks 
perhaps these are very mild cases of 
pyloric stenosis. He suggests that such 
babies be fed thick cereal (one part 
cereal and seven parts milk, mixed and 
cooked until very thick, of this a table- 
spoonful is fed before each breast or 
bottle feeding). If this treatment 
does not stop the symptoms a physician 
should be called in to give exclusive 


or to operate, in a few cases. 


After giving these simple hints for 
disturb the comfort of so many babies 
relief of these two symptoms which 
and mothers, Dr. Hempelmann turns 
his attention to the restless, nervous, 
‘poor sleeping babies. Some babies are 
poor sleepers almost from the begin- 
ning, while some develop the quality. 
A baby who should sleep 22 hours will 
get in only ten hours a day, and much 
of that will be fitful. Many of these 
poor sleepers have also suffered from 
colic or been food spitters 

In the case of a poor sleeper, the first 
effort should be to find a cause and re- 
move it. It may be due to the wear- 
ing of ammoniacal diapers, or to er- 
rors in diet, or to bad training. There 
is a large group of poor sleepers who are 
cured by the proper use of atropin, but 
that is a matter for the physician, and 
he, alone, to decide on and to direct.

At Pompano 
Win Case 


System of Wagering Is 


Declared Legal 
After Arrest. 


Meeting to Continue; 
Certificate Method 
Is Modified. 


ORT LAUDERDALE, Fla., March 

11 (By A. P.).—Charges of vio- 

lation of the State gambling laws 
filed against: two Pompano race track 
officials and two horsemen were dis- 
misscd tonight by County Judge Fred 
D. Shippey. 

The judge, following a 2'%-hour 
hearing, ruled that the alleged wager 
system used at the track today was 
not in violation of the law. 

The men—Paul M. Beasom, J. E. 
Downs, W. F. Tilford and Frank Beck- 
elheimer—were arrested this afternoon 
by Sheriff Paul C. Bryan of Breward 
county, following the running of a test 
race in which four horses were en- 
tered. 

The certificate system, previously in 
vogue, was not used, track officials 
said, but the public was invited to con- 
tribute to the purses and the regular 
purses plus contributions given to the 
winning owners, leaving it to their 
judgment as to any distributjon. 

Following the hearing, Pompano 
track officials indicated that they in- 
tended to continue their 24-day meet 
which began March 7. 3 

Racing under the “voluntary con- 
tribution” system may continue until 
the scheduled meet is concluded, the 
judge further said. 


Testimony introduced outlined in 
detail the operation of the “volun- 


tary contribution” to the purse, 
which is made by persons “who de- 
sire to help the.horse owners.” It 
was brought out that the receipts 
given for money so _ contributed 
clearly state that the amount given 
was a voluntary contribution, and 
that no mention is made of any 
distribution of the money after the 
races. 


In fact, it was testified, all money 
contributed goes to the owners of the 
winning horses in that race, and-these 
owners can keep it or distribute it to 
holders of tickets, in their own dis- 
cretion. 


It was brought out in the testimony! 


that the purse for that race as con- 
tributed by the horse club was $50. 
Spectators at the track contributed $40 
more to the purse, it was testified, 
without expectation of getting anything 
in return. Those who “contributed” 
testified that they did so to “help the 
horse owners.” 

Beacom testified that the horse club 
had been given $2, as being 5 per cent 
of the total purse, this sum being 
voluntarily contributed by the horse 
owners “to help out the club.” He ex- 
plained that the contributions were 
not obligatory and that no horse owner 
was required to make them as a con- 
dition to racing his horses. 

Mr. Beacom announced that the races 
would continue as scheduled at Pom- 
pano, with the entries originally sched- 
uled for Thursday being run Saturday.

ARASOTA, Fla., Marcn 11—The 
injury of Walter Johnson was the 
main topic of conversation among 

the Nationals here this morning, Joe 
Judge being particularly shocked at 
the news that the old master suf- 
fered a broken bone of his left 
ankle, for it was a blow from Joe’s 
bat which did the damage. . Incidental- 
ly, this was the second offense for the 
first baseman for only a few days 
previously, he had shot one back at 
Johnson which landed on his other 
ankle, but with no bad effects except 
a swelling.

“At the same time we further realize 
that in the haste and confusion incl- 
dent to the closing days of the last ses- 
sion of Congress there may not nave 
been time to carefully weigh the im- 
portance of the legislation which has 
brought about the present situation 
and dire consequences, so we are will- 
ing, with proper reservation of all our 
rights in the premises, to comply with 
the provisions of your communication 
as a courtesy to you and in considera- 
tion of the traveling public, until the 
next Congress shall have convened and 
has had full opportunity to again pass 
upon the matter. 

“‘We believe it is well recognized that, 
while loading platforms tend to the 
greater convenience and safety of car 
riders, their primary purpose is to ex- 
pedite the movement of traffic.
